Dunn act, providing for reorganiza­ 
tion of state department®* which be­ 
earn R effective July I, last, was pre­ 
vented “by a combination of legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial legerde­ 
main,M and that “an ‘emergency* haa 
been made to appear where none rn 
fact, existed,’* 
Chief Justice Mar­ 
shall, of the state supreme court, has 
issued an opinion dissenting from the 
majority opinion, written by state 
supreme Judges Hough, 
Matthias, 
Jone„ and Robinson, which 
upheld 
the validity of the Dunn act as an 
emergency measure.' 
Predicting that the majority opin­ 
ion will be reversed, Justice Marshall 
concurred to a considerable extent in 
the dissenting opinion written by Su­ 
preme Judges Wanamaker and John­ 
son. 
“The real, the substantial damage 
which consists in the outrage which 
has been perpetrated upon the peo­ 
ple in nullifying the solemn provis­ 
ion, of the constitution by judicial 
pronouncement, instead 
of 
amend­ 
ment and repeal by the means regu­ 
larly provided, can never be repaired** 
declared Chief Justice Marshall. 
“That which was created by a large 
majority of the people in 1912, when 
every voter had an equal voice, may 
not be destroyed in 1921 by four 
members of til is court. 
By this de­ 
cision, the confidence of the people in 
representative government has been 
rudely shaken.**

Attorney General to Confer With Director Bums, of 
Bureau of Investigation—Federal Action 
May Follow. 


No Labor Delegates On Ad­ 
visory Economic Council, 
It Is Said. 


Washington, Sept. 20. — Labor 
will have no part in the preparation 
of tho agenda of the conference on 
unemployment which will assemble 
here next Monday. 
Secretary Hoover’s announcement 
of the list of delegates and others 
who are serving in an advisory ca­ 
pacity, disclosed that while there 
are five organized labor men among 
the 38 delegates who have accepted 
invitations, there is no labor repre­ 
sentation on the advisory economic 
council which will shape the course 
cf the conference.

The council is to 
furnish

keynote for the conference. Its de­ 
liberations will be shaped very large­ 
ly along the lines indicated by the 
data and charts compiled by this 
group of experts who are making a 
Study of various fields of industry. 
Despite labor’s absence from the 
advisory council, its representation in 
the general council is strong. 
Or­ 
ganized labor’s five members will be I 
able to exert more potent influence 
than any other single group. 
Secretary Hoover in his discussion 
of the personnel of the conference 
said that the delegates had not been 
chosen because they were of a parti­ 
cular class or group. 
He said selec­ 
tions were on the basis that the dele­ 
gates? chosen w ou ld be “helpful” in 
rcaeliing a solution of the unenf^Ioy- 
ment problem.

DRY AGENTS LIABLE 
TO ARREST JURIST 
TELLS GRAND JURY 


New York, 
Sept. 
21.— Justice 
Francis A. Swayz© threw a bomb 
into the lines of Federal prohibition 
enforcement 
agents 
when he in­ 
structed the Hudson County Grand 
Jury in Jersey City that it is em­ 
powered to indict Federal agents in 
illegal search and seizure cases. 
Under this ruling policemen have 
the right to arrest the Government 
agents on charges of having violat­ 
ed state laws. 
Police have power of prohibition 
enforcement under the 
Van 
Ness 
state law framed by a woman ami 
the Federal agents under the Vol­ 
stead law. There 
have 
been 
no 
clashes so far 
between 
the two 
forces, but 
the 
ruling of Justice 
Swayze makes paramount the state 
laws and holds the Federal agents 
to be strictly

Approximately nineteen million dollars! ! 
This tremendous sum is the amount of money Ohio’s pri­ 
vately-owned public service companies, exclusive of steam rail­ 
roads, paid in taxes in one year, 1920, to federal, state, county 
and municipal governments, according to figures on file with the 
§tate public utilities commission and compiled by the Ohio Com­ 
mittee on Public Utility Information. 
In reality, it represents the sum the people of Ohio, through 
indirect taxation, paid to the county, state and nation for the 
use of electric light and power, natural and artificial gas, the tele­ 
phone, and city and interurban electric railways. 
This, because 
utility companies, of course, must pay their taxes out of their 
income, and they have no source of income except the money paid 
by the consumers in rates for services rendered. 
The tax commission boasts that “no class of property in the 
state is assessed for taxation nearer its true value than the pub­ 
lic utilities.” 
This is well illustrated by the fact that the electric light and 
power, natural and artificial gas, telephone and interurban and 
city street railway companies of the state, out of a total net 
revenue of $62;378,644.30, after ordinary operating expenses 
were paid, gave the state, county, municipal and federal govern­ 
ments close to $19,000,000 in taxes last year, or approximately
